Pur with 
the Governments who have declared 
their independence w«i have, on great, 
consideration and on just principles, 
ack uowlei|oe.l \ee could not view any 
interposition for the | mrpose of oppress 
itig them, or controlling in any other 
maimer their destiny, by any Euro- 
pean power, in any other li^ht than as 
the nmuifestiition of an unfriendly .lis 
porition towards the United Slates.

THE LIGHT COMMITTE'S HEF.OltV 

The rrport 1h very t>xhmifsMvn. Tt tlonla 
willi the wholo question of lightiuy tho 
city, ami expresses au uiifavorablo opinion 
of the system now in use. With respect to 
the proposition (o return to the olil system 
of illuminating tho streets by gas-light— 
which, by 'he way, was found wholly in- 
adequate— -tho eonimitteo say: ' The gas 
company otter to enter into a contract for a 
term of years and to extend the gas mains 
to any part of tho city limits including 
■lames Hay, upon conditions set forth in 
their proposal : 
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"In the event of a contract boing on 
tered into for a long term, a further re- 
duction would bo mako upon the largest 
number (L'00). 

"Tho corporation would have to furnish 
imsts and street lamps — the gas company 
have li'.t iron posts in position in various 
streets, which tho corporation could pur- 
chase at §15 each; and tho additional 
number which might be found requisite 
could !>o. purchased in Victoria at about 
§20 each. The corporation already own 
some street lamps and a further supply 
could doubtless be purchased at §8 each, 
or thereabouts. The gas company have 
about 00 street lamps which thoy would 
bo disposed to sell at English cost, ami 
charges added. 

"•Your committee consider that at least 
250 lamps would bo necessary for a more 
equal distribution of light than now 
exists, provided tho council should here- 
after adopt gas in lieu of electric light. 

" While your committee are of opinion 
that tho system at present adopted for 
lighting the city is entirely inadequate 
and unsatisfactory, there are many im- 
portant questions involved, which your 
committee consider should bo carefully 
dealt with by council in committee of tho 
whole, and with this in view, your com- 
mittee have gone very fully into the 
various matters connected with this re- 
port, in order that the facts thus pre- 
sented can ho fully discussed by tho coun- 
cil, and enable them at an early date to 
place the important question of street 
lighting on a more permanent and satis- 
factory basis. " 

Appended to the report, are several doc- 
uments relating to tho Electric Light 
Company's contract and only ono from 
the secretary of tho gas company, which 
leads as follows : 

Victouia, B. (J., 3d February, 1885. 
To the Chairman of Committee of City 
Council on Street Lighting: 

Dkaii Sik. — Referring to a conversation 
hold yesterday with your committee 1 
have thought it would be more satisfactory 
to embody my remarks in a letter, thai 
you may have something definite to refer 
to in any report you make. In addition 
to the scale of charges for street lamps 
which 1 furnished — our company aro pre- 
pared to extend tho gas mains anywhere 
within the city limits -including .lames' 
Hay ward, provided fi (live) consumers 
can bo obtained on each lino of each 
block, every struct lamp to bo counted as 
a consumer. 

In the event of the council deciding to 
outer into a contract for a loiitj term, wo 
are also prepared to make a further re- 
duction upon tho largest numbifr ('J00 
lamps), the gas to all lamps to bo sup- 
plied through a five-foot burlier, all pillars 
and lanterns to bo furnished by the city, 
tho gas company to furnish the burners. 

Von will also observe a ch.trgo of 7f> 
cents a month for lighting, extinguishing 
and cleaning; this, I believe, is t he lowest 
ligtire at which the work can be done, but 
if for a large number of lights the work 
can be done at a reduced rate, there will 
boa reduction made on I he charge. 

I don't remember any further points 
in our conversation that require repeating. 
1 am, etc. , C. W. li. Thomson, 

Sec'y Victoria (ins Co., Ld. 

It is proper that tho public should bo 
reminded that in a prior communication 
to the council Mr. Thomson proposed, in 
case tho council and ho should strike a 
bargain for street, lighting, to reduce the 
rate now charged to private consumers. 
The secretary has evidently thought 
hotter of his " generous " proposi- 
tion — ho unlike the policy of his 
company- -*>s wo observe that both 
the committee's report and Mr. Thom- 
son's late letter aro silent on tho subject 
of a reduction to privato consumers. We 
need scarcely say that wo boliovo tho 
public are. utterly opposed to any contract 
with the (las Company. Thoy have 
pinched and ground and squeezed and 
charged consumers until at least ono-half 
of thoso who formerly usod gas have dis- 
carded it as an illuminator and gone hack 
to coal oil. Moreover, why should the 
city bo required to furnish lanterns and 
pillars or to pay for cleaning tho lamps! 
Beneath tho pretence of making liberal 
concessions, tho Gas Company aro trying 
to get, the city into their clutches for a 
long term of years, at a time when it is 
clear they aro indebted to tho city in a 
largo sum for tho use of the thorough- 
fares through which their pipes have been 
allowed to run for twenty years. In 
place of the city being called on to pay for 
gas or supply lanterns and pillars the 
company should bo required to light tho 
town free of charge in return for the 
privileges thoy enjoy. The ratopayora 
have a right to be consulted as to any 
contract that may be proposed with tho 
Gas Company or the Electric Light Com- 
pany. 



The returns of the English volun- 
teer organization, which now have boon 
published, rhow that the force is com- 
posed of 21 1,000 mon-'-a total unpro- 
cedontly large, ami 5,000 grmfcer than 
at the close of the previous official year. 
Thfl procentage of effectives has gone 
up from 96. C9 to 7.01. About 0,000 
officers have earned tho extra capita- 
tion grant, and 12,,'iOO sergeants have 
similarly qualified themselves. The 
number of men returned as non-effici- 
ent has been further reduced, and is 
given now at less than G,-100.

Drainage of Victoria C'ily. 

To the EniTOu:— May I request in- 
sertion in the columns of your valuable 
journal of Borne remarks of a general 
character touching (he above, intended 
for tho perusal of such of your readers 
as take an interest in the subject, all-iio 
portant as it is at tho present time. I do 
so in no spirit, of contradiction to the 
opinions of gentlemen of well known pro- 
fessional ability which you published and 
commented upon in a former issue This 
is no personal or parly question. Victoria 
is now the established capital and a bene 
lit 'T injury to the city or harbor must 
alfect the entire province as well. Stated 
generally the opinions referred to seem 
to point to this conclusion, that it would 
bo desirable to have one uniform system 
of drainage having its out let at Ross Hay. 
To this proposition most persons would 
readily assent with a single, reservation, 
viz., la it practicable / I think not, owing 
to tho following obstacles: 

1. I'lisuitability of levels and want of 
fall to the distant mil let. 

2. The harbor and wharves run north 
and south and the natural ravines east 
and west, involving cutting and even 
tunnelling through rock of tho hardest 
kind to a formidable extent. 

M. Tho cost of doing so would be liter- 
ally incalculable as in many instances the 
reck would be unseen till met with. 

4. The system would bo useless until 
completed as a whole, and therefore more 
likely to bonolit tho next generation than 
this. 

If the above statements are facts, it 
follows we may bo compelled to use the 
natural ravines at Kock Hay, Johnson 
street and James Bay and to drain I be 
city (the southern half of James Bay ex- 
cepted which as a direct fall to the 
Straits) into the harbor. 

The apparent objections to doing so are 
too obvious to enumerate, but as an ofl'iot 
there would bo several outlets, the work 
could be done in sections and be com 
niencod immediately. 

But. is there no remedy for this threat- 
ened injury which would enable the drain- 
age to proceed at once ami preserve the 
harbor at the same time I 1 think there 
is, and will endeavor, asking the reader 
patience, to make it clear.

Sir Leonard yesterday announced a few 
tariff changes. A number of articles 
made free by order in council are to he 
made free by act of parliament. Tho fol- 
lowing articles aro to boar 'Jit por cent., 
an increase of 5 per cent: Costume 
cloth, winces, pickles and sauces. Cut- 
lery, umbrellas, and parasols are advanced 
u per cent, to .'10 pur cent.; china, por- 
celain, earthenware and stoneware, in- 
creased U) 'JO per cent.; all carpets ex- 
cept wool carpets 25 per cent., all increase 
of ti per cent The importation of all 
goods produced by prison labor is pro- 
hibited and a penalty is attached to their 
importation after July 1st. The duties 
mi all tish and fish oils aro exactly tho 
same as tho United Slat.os duties which 
w ill go in force. This step iH taken in re- 
uiliation for the abrogation of the fishery 
clauses of the Washington treaty. The 
exportation of partridges, prairie fowl 
and woodcock is prohibited. Tho excise 
duty on cigars is doubled; that on cigars 
manufactured from foreign loaf from 83 
to and on those from Canadian leaf 
from Hi 50 to &t. Tho custom duty on 
cigars is advanced from 00 cents pur 
pound to sl. 20 per pound and 20 per 
cent, ad valorem.

findings of the commissioners are not 
justified by the facts; that the presence 
of Chinese is and has been highly injur- 
ious to the industrial population of the 
province; and that our representatives in 
the Dominion parliament at Ottawa be 
requested to bring to the notice of the 
Dominion government the views expres- 
sed in this resolution, and urge upon 
them by every constitutional means at 
their command the necessity that still 



exists for immediate legislation to restrict 
the immigration of Chinese into Canada, 
as being antagonistic to tho mural, social 
and material well-being, not only of this 
province, but of tho Duminion at large. "

Grant, that Mr. lid win Johnson be 
appointed police magistrate and city barris- 
ter for the current year. Carried. 

Coun. Smith thought that on account of 
the presence of smallpox in Naniliino, all 
Indians should bo removed without the city 
limits. He understood tho council had 
hiieh a power, and to avoid a spread of tin. 
tlisoase In.* thought it should bo exercised. 

Section 2 of by-law J provides for the 
removal of all Indians from the city limits. 

()u motion the city barrister and sani- 
tary committee were asked I" move in the 
matter and take steps to renfovu them 
from lb.- city limits. 

Coun. Brail. .11 called attention to the 
state of a lot on the corner of Chatham 
and S*ore si roots, which wis below street 
level and a nuisance, as it, was tilled with 
water. 

('..nti. McKillican approved, and moved 
that the parties owning I ho lots he notilied 
to abate the nuisance. 

Seconded by Conn. Braden, and car- 
ried.

Before bishop Ridley was sent to 
Metlakahtla, tho mission Indians Were liv- 
ing in perfect pence ami happiness, having 
their own church, school-house, sawmill, 
cannery and general store, in which nearly 
the entire population w. re interested, Mr. 
Duncan being their head, as it were, every- 
thing they possessed being hold on the joint 
stock principle, and all working for Ihc 
general pi impurity. 

The writer also hail the pleasure of 
travelling east with Governor Kinkead, of 
Alaska, who said that the difficulty of 
managing the Indians of British Colum- 
bia had its solution in Mr. Duncan's suc- 
cess with the Mollakahila Indians, which, 
ho said, was an example to the civilized 
world in the treatment of Indian atlairs. 
As far as the writer could learn it is alto- 
gether an ecclesiastical difficulty, which, 
if enforced at the point, of the bayonet, 
will dojiniich to break up a temperate and 
religious community and sow dissension 
ttiiHins»st an otherwise peaceful people 
Mr. Duncan has labored hard to educate 
those people anil leach them thrifty ways; 
he is a stern advocate of temperance, and 
has done more for the advancement of the 
Indians than any other intin in America 
or Canada. It will, indeed, be a poor re- 
ipnlitl for his services and poor encour- 
agement to others to emulate bis good 
works should the government adopt the 
resolutions of tho commissioners sent to 
investigate the trouble without further 
enquiry into the merits of the ease. Leave 
Mr. Duncan to manage tho Indians, and 
pence, temperance and harmony will pre- 
vail; remove him and trouble will surely 
follow. The other Indians are envious of 
the success of their Metlakahtla brethren, 
and wish to follow their example.

What the Sharpest Eyes Cannot 
Deteriniiqc on that Planet. 

The problems awaiting solution in 
regard to Jubiter are almost without 
number. Telescopista aro never weary 
of studying the markings on his disk. 
New lines of his varying belts, dots on 
his sur'ace, changing tints, bright spots 
near his equator, rifts in his cloud Bt- 
most-phero, occultations and transits of 
his moons and their shadows aro scan- 
ned by eagle-oyed observers, accurate- 
ly mapped by" skilled draftsmen, and 
laid away to swell the huge pile of ob- 
servations which ono of those days, 
when the Jovian alphabet haa found 
an interpreter, will reveal tho process of 
world-making going on in a planet so 
huge in bulk that its primeval fire 
still burns. Tho great red spot, visible 
for years on Jupiter, has como and 
gone. Us appearance was a mystery, 
its disappearance is equally unaccounta- 
ble. It left behind an unsolved problem 
tangible proof of the equatorial acceler- 
ation of tin: planet. For tho bright 
spots near tho equator made a circuit 
around tho planet in livo minutes less 
time than the great red spot that was 
40 degrees from theequator. In precise- 
ly tho same way tho spot's near the 
sun's equator, complete a revolution in 
less time than those nearer the poles. 
Here is another link connecting the 
central luminary, more intimately with 
his lordly son, and including his de- 
velopments within the bounds of solar 
mysteries. When wo find out the rea- 
son why the equatorial sun spots move 
faster than the polar sun spots, then 
wo shall learn why the Jovian bright 
spots moved faster than ithe great red 
spot. We shall probably lie convinced 
at the same time that the regal planet 
is far more in tho condition of the sun 
than his less massive and his less rich- 
ly endowed brethern. How many age< 
must roll on before the dawn of the day 
of certainty succeeds the long night of 
theory. 

SPIRITUALISTIC FRAUDS. 



Exposure and Arrest ol a Medi- 
nin and lier Husband. 

Kt. Louis, March 5. — A sensational 
expose of a spiritualistic fraud occur- 
red at 1619 Chestnut street yesterday. 
Mrs. Nanine Miller, a medium well 
known in New York, Chicago and Den- 
ver, has given some wonderful seances 
at the above number for the hist 
month. Her manifestations have been 
tho talk of the town and have enlisted 
the attention of a score of scientific 
men, who have attended the seances, 
paying an exceedingly high price for the 
privilege. The phenomeua nonphuissed 
the gentlemen, who took up much space 
in the papers to explain it. Professor 
Johnson of Washington University and 
Professor Madden of Johnson's Com- 
mercial College were skcptirl of Mrs. 
Miller's powers, and to test her they 
went to a seance with a number of 
well-known people. When tho lights 
were turned down tho audience began 
singing "Tho Sweet By and By." Sud- 
denly out from the cabinet came a 
young man with a pale face and a 
ghostly appearance. He beckoned to 
Professor Madden and said he was his 
brother, who died a number of years 
ago, The Professor immediately grab- 
bed the ghost and Professor Johnson 
struck a light and rushed for the cabi- 
net.

Tho skeptics 
ransacked the cabinet and brought out 
two armsful of costumes. "Oh, this is 
too bad," screamed the ghost, strug- 
gling in the arms of the Professor. The 
whole room was by this time in an up- 
roar, and the skeptics sent for two 
policemen, who placed the medium and 
her husband under arrest. The para- 
phernal was confiscated and taken to 
police the headquarters, where war- 
rants charging Nannie Miller and her 
husband, Thomas Miller, with fraud, 
were sworn out. 

THE SHOEBUISY N ESS E X V LO- 

sioi*. 

Caused i>y an Jaii|>iu<loiit 
Amount ol Force in In- 
serting a Fuse. 

London, Feb. 27. -The explosion at 
Shoeburynt'ss yesterday was caused in 
a. singular manner. Col. Lyon had in 
vented some fuse and rocket floats, and 
desired to make final experiments with 
them. Gunner Allen undertook to^inake 
the attachments between the shells and 
the fuses, lit: found his first attempt to 
insert the fuse into the shell very difli 
cult, and imprudently used to much 
force and exploded the shell. The ex- 
plosion knocked seventeen officers and 
mer, who were pre.-ent to witness the 
experiment, oil' their feet. Allen was 
killed. His arm was torn oil' and his 
head nealy severed. The surgeons hoped 
to save tho lives of Cols. Strangways 
and Lyon, each of whom appeared 
strong enough to survive the loss of 
both legs, but neither proved ablo to 
withstand tho double amputation. Both 
expired after the doctors had complet- 
ed their operations. 

Captain Adams, an experiment offi- 
cer, Sergeant Dakin, and Gunner Un- 
derwood, injured by the explosion, 
have since died.
